fount7 and errors : But the Judge, Jury and Court would not ſuffer 
him heard to manifeſt the truth : -But the Judge told the Juty be- 
fore they went out , they might find good damage for the Prieſt ; and

Mays faith, the light that Chrifh lightoth every one Withall, _ 
which comes from Chrift, is carnal and darkneſs (9 wK) of the fleſh 
and of the devil,* and ſo would make appear that the Devil and 'dark- 
neſs had ſomething in Chrift; and the Apoſtle faid , Darkneſi bad*ns 
fellswibbhip with [ight, wer Chrift with Bilial, 2 Cor,6.14. but K. Maye 
holds forth that darkneſs isin Chrift, and would make Light and dark- 
neſs one ; for he ſaith, the light of Chriff which lightens every ane, is 
darkneſs and carnal; but in this the Prieft nd Rnddey of King few 
hath diewed to all the world what Spjria they are of, and what they 
belicye concerfſing Chriff, even that his light which is pure agd eter- 
nal, is of th» flerb andof the devil, carnal and darkneſe, nnd its manifeſt 
they ate uncapable of judging Dottrines ; for to ſay and juſtifie as 
the Prieft and Court of Xing fon bath done , that the Ugh of Cbriſo 
which lighinth tyery man, which 7oba came for a wityels of, that all 
meg through him ſhould believe, is carnal and darkneſs: It is blaſphe- 
my,itis falle, ic is a lie, it is of the Devil, and damnable me, and 
he that afficms fo is not fit io be a Teacher; and. you that juſtife bins 
ia it, and condenins him that reproves jt, are ner fit to be Judges of 
Chrifie Cauſe, nos of the things of God and Chrifs that are ſpirimual.

You have judged like heathens , and like men withouc 
any reap. omomy and you haye ſheyed your ſelyes to be like the un- 
believing Tews :. TheirPricfts und Cary and Counſcle, judged Chrif 
to be a deceive , and the Prince of evils: And-you fay anddo ju- 
fifc it inyour judgement, that Chrif Jighs which cyery man.is light-- 
ned withall, is of the fleſh and of the devil; and fo is cargal and dark-

But how doth 
Kith, Maoy's Doftrine agree with this? Is the Devil - power of the 
light of Chriſt thar lightneth every man 2 Is not this damnable De- 
&cine ? Bur bereby the Prieft and court of King flon have Syed cham 
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Mira ts be in darknefſe and carnal, which is a damnable flate : 2nd 
it is damnable to ſay and judge of Chriſt as they have done, that dark- 
nefſe is in him,and that his light which lighteneth the World, is of the -
